The Medern World Series: Canada. By Professor 
A. Grady. Lenden: Senn. 18; net. 


EARLY seventy years after those far- 
sighted Fathers of Confederation 
laid the foundations of the Canadian 
State Professor Brady, in this excellent 
volume, is able to point to definite indica- 
tions of another and much greater 
phenomenon, the emergence of a Canadian 
nation. 

What this means can be appreciated 
only by those who understand the peculiar 
circumstances of the ten million people 
who are scattered over the face of 
Britain's largest Dominion, many of 
whom live in isolated little communities, 
having their roots in all the different 
countries of the earth, and alien one to 
the other in race. culture, creed, and even 
language. A fully cohesive national out- 
look in such circumstances is an 
apparently unattainable goal. These

Samuel Holmes, called by the Judge, said 
that he did not remember what Judge tried 
the compensation claim to which he was 
réspondent.

CHANGING LONDON. 


Old Londoners are much distressed not only 
by the changing appearance of London streets, 
but also by the change in its customs 
Regent street has changed all .its out:

There 
Is less respect for those who have money, but 
much more show of it. 


A COINCIDENCE.

French Gold. 


Only the other day a French Minister 
declared that France was being choke 
with gold. Yet it does not appear that 
the Bank of France is willing to stop 
amassing the precious metal, since its goil 
holding touched another hich “ record 
this week. At the end of 1930 
France had 430 millions in gold 
but to-day she has the sum of 
620 millions. Much of this enormous in- 
crease is due to the French banks’ policy 
of cashing in their holdings of foreicn 
Currencies, particularly dollars = and 
pounds. A year ago the Bank of France 
showed “available at sight abroad’’ and 

negotiable bills bought abroad,” aggre- 
gating just over two hundred millions. 
This sum was divided evenly between Lon- 
don and New York. To-dav these items 
stand at less than a hundred millions, { 
which about sixty-five inillions consist ní 
dollars in New York, and the balance is in 
sterling balances in London. This shows 
that foreign currency holdings to the ex- 
tent of nearly one hundred millions ha‘ 
been liquidated in twelve months—the 
basis of France’s steady gain of gold.

UNEMPLOYMENT AS A 
FACTOR.

WESTMINSTER, Friday. 


HE Home Secretary (Sir Herbert 
Samuel) in Committee of Supply 
to-lay made his annual statement on the 
Tiome Office vote. He said that there had 
been considerable anxiety in the aba 
mind as to the increase of certain classes 
of crime. He quoted figures, showing that 
there had been a marked increase in cases 
of burglary and breaking-in, and that in 
the Metropolitan Police Area there had 
been a doubling of this particalar class 
of offence. NSmash-and-grab raids had 
risen from an average of eleven per 
month in 1925 to 31 per month in 1931, 
a matter which he viewed with great 
concern. 
Among the murder cases were a number 
distinguished by their brutal and callous 
character. They tended to convey the im- 
pression that a wave of murderous crimes 
was sweeping throughout the country, 
but he was glad to. assure the House that 
that was not the case. Excluding infants 
under one year of age, the number of 
murders in 1913 was 111. and in 1931 
109. As there was a considerable in- 
crease in the population, the present 
figure was not really of an alarming 
character. Juvenile offences of an in- 
dictable character showed no grave or 
sudden change. 

In the last two generations there had 
been intense effort towards social im- 
provement, the results of “ which were 
satisfactory in themselves; but far. less 
than the needs of the community required. 
Fewer offences were committed by elderly 
people—a fact which wag attributable to 


tial services, which had lifted people 
above the level of penury. He confessed 
that it was the young people. of between 
25 and 30 who constitated the most 
dificult problem, The War, and the con- 
sequences of the War, had led to a re- 
laxation of control over the children of 
that generation, and the results were now 
being shown. 

Economic depression had also been at- Í 
tended with unfortunate . consequences. 
There was a remarkable relation i miste 
erime statistics and unemployment, and 
it was noticeable that as unemployment 
increased so did crime. Then he blamed 
the motor car as a minor contributory 
cause of the increase in certain classes of 
crime, owing to the facilities it afforded 
for rapid action and escape. 


CINEMA AND CRIME. 


The influence of the cinema on crime, 
he thought, had been somewhat exag- 
gerated. No doubt, there were pictures 
which had a bad influence on the young 
mind, but, on the whole, his advisers came 
to the conclusion that the cinema tended 
more to the prevention of crime than to 
its commission. He bore testimony to 
the valuable work done by reformatories, 
and said that there was every reason to 
believe that 90 per cent. of the cases had 
really been reformed. In Borstal insti- 
tutions they had more refractory material 
to deal with, but here, again, three out 
of every four cases disappeared from the 
criminal records. He held strongly to the 
view that the best. means of securing 
diminution of crime was improvement in 
the social conditions of the country. 

Another thing was to impress upon 
potential criminals the certainty of detec- 
tion and punishment. He denied the 
assertion that there had been a marked 
increase in the number of undetected 
murders. In 1913 there were 111 murders 
and 100 were accounted for. Last year 
out of 109 murders 99 were cleared up. 
In regard to indictable offences, seven out 
of ten were detected. He agreed that 
there should be greater co-operation be- 
tween the police forces of the country, but
